Keasler and Morris Sweetwood, of 
New York, and George Remus, so0- 
called “bootleg king” of ‘Cincinnati. Re- 


mus and Tuten did not testify but were pepe up.

The opinion. delivered by Justice 
Butler, held that it was-the estab- 
lished policy of congress and of the 
government to maintain the reserve 
fuel supply of the navy under ground 
and that the general leasing act of 
1920 carried no authority for leasing 
the naval oil reserves. 
Cireuit Court Sustained. 

The court sustained the circuit court 
of California in cancelling the leases 
and contracts and referred Doheny to 
congress for any relief he may con- 
sider himself entitled to for the ex- 
penditure of more than $10,000,000 in 
the erection of storage tanks at Pearl 


Harbor, Hawaii, under his contracts, 
and for fuel oil placed in them as well 
as for.improvement work upon the re 
serve. 

Throughout the decision the court

The whole transaction was declared 
to have been “tainted with corruption, 
the court stating that it was not neces- 
sary to show that the money transac- 
tion between Doheny and Fall con- 
stituted bribery or that Fall was fi- 
nancially interested in the transac- 
tion, or that the. United States suf- 
fered or was liable to suffer any fi- 
nancial Joss or disadvantage as a re- 
sult of the contracts and leases, 

“It is enough,” it was asserted, “that 
these companies sought and corruptly 
obtained Fall’s dominating influence 
in furtherance of the venture. It is 
clear that at the instance of Doheny, 
Fall so favored him in making of these 
contracts and leases that it was im- 
possible for him loyally or faithfully 
to serve the interests of the United 

States.” 

The making of the contracts anil 
leases was ascribed to the purpose of 
circumventing the laws and defeat the 
policy of the United States to keep 
the oil in the ground. The navy 
wanted fuel depots or storage facilities 
that had not been authorized by con- 
gress, the court said, and for that rea- 
son had looked with favor upon the 
leases which would provide the means. 

The contracts and leases, and ail 
done under them, constituted transac- 
tions not authorized by law and con- 
summated by “conspiracy, corruption 
and fraud,” the court asserted. Point- 
ing out that the storage of fuel oil at 
Pearl Harbor had not been authorized 
in excess of the facilities provided by 
congress, it declared that congress

Mild Winter 


Comes to End; | 
Record Is Set 


Closing with a day of bright sun- 
shine, the month of February rounded 
out 28 days sufficiently temperate to 
set a mean temperature record higher 
than any previous February on rec- 
ord, C., von Herrmann, federal 
meteorologist here, announced Monday 
night. 

With a mean temperature of 55.5 de- 
grees, the past month was 10.2 degrees 
higher than normal temperature tor 
Sthis locality, and higher than any 
February has shown before. Only four 
days during the month did the tem- 
perature fall below the normal for 


February. Mr. von Herrmann declared. 
The highest mark was reached on Feb- 
ruary 17. when the mercury climbed 
to 76, slightly below the highest 
figure ever “recorded in February. Four 
days later, it fell to 28, the lowest 
mark of the past month. 

Records for February complete the 
figures for the three calendar-winter 
months, which also show an unusually | 
warm average, The mean temperature 
for these months was 48.8 degrees, 
4.4-degrees above that of the average 
winter. | 


Entire Winter Mild. 

Both December and January had 
a majority of days of higher than nor- 
mal temperature, only partially off- 
set in their averages by a few days 
of exceptional cold. The mean tem- 
perature for December was 46.3. ot 
1.6 above normal, and that of Janu- 
ary was 44.6, which was 1.0 above 
normal. 

In keeping with the summer tem- 
perature of many of its days, the 
month of February produced feur 
thunder storms, where even one for 
the month is generally rare. The blus- 
tering winter winds by which the 
aiberieted month is characterized 
were absent this year,’ for only once 
did the accustomed gales from the 
northwest blow with any great 
locity. 

There were only 8 days of unclouded 
sunshine during the month, but only 
11 of the others brought actual pre- 
cipitation, and more than 75 per cent 
of the total rainfall. for the month fell

It is not the same as 
the various chronic or long continued 
joint troubles which commonly mas- 
querade as “rheumatic.” There is no 
danger, no tendency toward heart

matic. fever.) 

In a small share of the 
rheumatic fever the illness appar- 
ently mild and the patient, usually a 
young child, develops no marked in- 
flammation of the joints, but just some 
slight fever, perhaps associated with a 
sore throat and vague aches or pains 
which are too often dubbed “growing 
Such cases may not be recog- 
nized as of any seriousness, yet there 
is nevertheless a risk of damage to the 
valves of the heart. In rather more 
than half of all cases of rheumatic 
fever, including these unrecognized 
eases, the lining of the heart becomes 
involved and usually, though not in- 
variably, this means that some perma- 
nent damage of the heart valves will 
occur. 

It is in the mild, masked or unrec- 
ognized case of rheamatic fever that 
many an otherwise inexplicable valv- 
ular lesion, discovered later in life, has 
Tie primary illness is per- 
haps mistaken for tonsillitis or sim- 
ple sore throat, or even for a “general 
cold.” Some health authorities still 
encourage the popular’ belief in a 
vague, undefined entity called “com- 
mon cold.”

President Coolidge and Senator Bo- 
rah, Idaho, republican, as the result 
of correspondence between the sena- 
tor and President Calles, of Mexico. 

Disregarding all precedent in com-| 
municating with a foreign power di-}} 
rect, instead of through the state de- 
partment, in seeking information on 
the Mexican_oi} land situation, Borah 
has stirred administration resentment 
until it is possible that an official 
announcement may be made from the 
white house publicly chastising the 


senator. 

The action of President Calles in 
answering Borah direct, instead of 
through the medium of the Mexican 
embassy and the state department, 
also is considered as a violation of 
international propriety. 

Possibility that Borah may have 
violated the “Logan act,’ which has’ 
been on the statute books since Presi- 


dent Washington's time, is hinted by 
edministration senators. The _ law, 
passed at the instance of Washington, ; 1 
prohibits any citizen of the United)! 
States without the permission or au- 
thority of the government from direct- 
ly or indirectly carrying on any ver- 
bal or written cOrrsepondence with 
any foreign government or an officer 
or agent of it “with an intent to in- 
fluence the measures or conduct of 
any foreign government or any officer 
or agent thereof in relation to any 
disputes or controversies with the 
United States, or to defeat the meas- 
ures of the government in the United 
States.” 

Borah, however, can assert he did 
not seek to influence policies, but to 
inform himself upon a situation which 
he may be called to pasg upon in his 
position as a senator. , 

Calles’ telegram, made public by 
Borah, informed the senator that,the 
Standard Oil company, of Indiana, the 
Doheny oil companies and Sinclair 
organizations were among the few 
corporations which have not accepted 
the Mexican oil land laws. 

Companies holding 26,835,000 acres 
of oil Jands have agreed to the edict, 
while those who failed to comply hold 
1,661,000 acres, the Mexican president 
said. 

Administration senators were aston- 
ished at Borah’s correspondence with 
the Mexican president and indicated 
“an investigation might be started.” 

The figures submitted by Calles con- 
tradict Kellogg's reply to the senate 
as the secretary of state said 43 oil 
companies were -holding out against 
the land laws. 

‘The Borah resolution authorizing a 
recess investigation into Latin-Ameri- 
een affairs by the senate roy af- 
fairs committee was reported ‘Tavor- 
ably to the senate today and referred 
to the audit and control committee.
